New Orleans, April 18.—Damage to 


the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars has been done to railroad 
proptity, crops and bridges by floods 
in the middle gulf states caused by 
tlie record breaking rains of the past 
two days. The downpour has covered 
Ixmlsianfl, Mississippi and Alabama, 
and has ranged fro-ra four, to iiino 
inches. 
It has sent all the country 


s'urearas out of thoir banks, caused a 
complete suspension of railroad traffic 
over a large section; resulted in to* 
loss of innumerable bridges and caused 
the overflow of large tracts of cotton 
and corn, muoh of which must be re- 
planted. The loss of life so far re 
ported is small, being confined so far 
to the drowning of a few negroes in 
country districts while trying to save 
live stock srtu other property.

Clty.^La., in 24 hours, and over nine 
at vlcksbur'g. The Illinois Central 
road is unable to move along its main 
line and a rounda-bout journey over the 
Mississippi Valley tracks is being re- 
sorted to. Heavy winds accompan- 
ied the rainstorm and telegraph and 
telephone wires are down all ever the 
state, while bridges have been washed 
out and mails delayed. Because of 
these hindrances, reports from north- 
ern-and central Mississippi have bsen 
meager.

FIRSHSHOT 


Alleged to Have Seen Fired by 


Colonel Colson 


Followed by One From Scott 


Testimony of a Witness Who Was Shot in the 


Back Wile Making His Escape Prom 


Where the Bullets Were 


Thick.

Frankfort, Ky., April 18.—Taking 


testimony iu the Colson 'trial com- 
menced this morning. The first wit- 
ness was Oapt. B. B. Golden, 
He 


testified at length as to his where- 
abouts after arriving in the city up to 
the time of the shooting and pointing- 
out-the positions of the various par- 
ties during the shooting. 


Golden said he left Scott- at the 


cigar stand and started across the 
oBice to the main eatrance. He did 
nst know whether Scott was follow- 
ing him or not and got almost to the 
doer when he saw Colson arise from 
his chair, and heard some one moving 
rapidly behind him. "Colson took 
Steady aim and fired first shot" said 
witness, "but-1. do not knowwho tired 
the second. I was shot in the back 
while trying to get out of the room." 


In cross examination nothing new 


was brought out and after two hours 
on the stand Capt. Golden was excus- 
ed. 


Mr. James K. Keboe, a lawyer of 


Maysville, who was in the botel office 
at tbe time of the shooting, thought 
Scott and Colson tired at about the 
same time. He gave a very vivid 
description cf the tragedy.

How to Clean Ribbons. 


Now that ribbons are so extensively 


worn it is quite worth while to know 
how to clean them successfully and 
easily. The two methods here given 
have been put to the practical test 
many times over, so there need be no 
hesitancy about 
trying either one 


through fear of failure or of unsai 
factorj- results. 
The first method 


exceedingly simple, and answers the 
purpose for all exeept white ,-ibbons 
or those that are very badly mussed. 
Pill ia glass fruit jar about half full 
of gasoline—more or less, according to 
the amount of ribbon to be cleaned 
Place the soiled ribbons in it—all col- 
ors, lengths and kinds may go in at 
once—and screw the cover on tightly. 
Shake the bottle occasionally and leave 
t closed for frora two to six hours or 
>ver night. 
Then take out the rib- 


)ons, 
shake each one well and hang it 


to dry in the open air. The ribbons, 
will be clean and the dirt will be found 
on the bottom of the jar. 
Of course, 


the ribbons need a thorough airing and 
sun bath to remove the odor of the i 
gasoline, but that is all. 
No pressing i 


is required, as the' gasoline does not! 
affect them as water would. The clear 
gasoline should be poured off with- 
out disturbing .that at the bottom;

bis duty as he sees it, to the end. Gen- 
eral MacArthur is a volunteer so!fi:er.

is Assured. 


judge Hubbard Said to Have Wtihdiawn 


From the Race Which Will be 


fini*hed Here. 


A dispatch from Wapakoceta says: 
iTfiere It as longer any doubt but 


that Judge William T. Mooney, of ST. 
Marys, now common pleas judge from 
Auglaize county, will be nominated 
for circuit judge of third judicial cir- 
cuit at the democratic convention to 
be held in Lima on Wednesday, April

B. Finley, of Eu- 
eyrus, are no longer making an active 
fight for tae nomination. This leaves 
Judge J. TV. Sbauffelberger, of Tiffin, 
common pleas judge irom Seneca 
county, as the only active opponent of 
Judge M.ooney, with the chances that 
if he stays is the light he will be able 
^o muster but a small portion of the 
601 delegates. 


Auglaize, Mercer and Allen have en- 


dorsed Mooney; Tan TV'ert, Pa aiding 
and Putnam are for him, and ail but 
two or three of the balance of the six- 
teen : counties in the district are ready 
to fall in line. Judge Shauffelberger 
will Of course have bis own delegation 
from Seneca and perhaps part of the 
delegates from Logan, Marion and 
Hardin. 
Judge Mooney and his sup- 


porters have been doing some hard 
campaigning and there is no chance 
of any combination being formed 
against him at this late date. The 
successful nominee will succeed Judge 
James L. Price, of Lima, a Hepubli- 
CAU, who although this is a strong 
Democratic district went in1 on the Re- 
publican tide in 1894.
